nations; to establish a uniform _ 
of naturalization; to regulate immi- 
gration, and to provide for the ex- 
ecution of the laws, the suppression 
of insurrection and the repelling of 
invasion. 

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

(2.) That, in becoming a mem- 
ber of the League of Nations, the 
United States of America is moved 
by no interest or wish to intrude up- 
on or interfere with the political 
policy or interna] administration of 
any foreign state, and by no exist- 
ing or anticipated dangers in the af- | 
fairs of the American continent. It 
accedes to the wish of the European 
and Asiatic states that it shall join | 
its power to theirs for the preser- | 
ue of general peace, with the un- 
derstanding that nothing contained | 
in this covenant shall be construed | 
to imply a relinquishment by the 
United States of America of its

Members of the league may be given 
mandatory powers over the government of 
little peoples who are held to be not yet 
fully capable of self-government. : 

Any nation is permitted to dissent from 
the decrees of the supreme council of the 
league, but the dissenter may forfeit its 
membership in the league by so doing. 

Power is vested in the league to limit 
armaments. No country would be forced 
by its membership to make the reduction 
demanded; but a failure so to do would for- 
feit ite membership in the league; and the 
league reserves the power to enforce its de- 
crees on countries that are not members. 


Putting the case briefly, a nation not a 
member of the league will be much in the 


position of an alien resident of a country. 
It will be bound by the decrees of the 
league, but it will have no voice in making 
a member of the league Argentina 
appeal to it against any interference 
part of the United States which we 
might consider only a development of our 
Monroe Doctrine.

Former United States Senator Root has 
outlined certain “reservations” which he 
says the Senate can make in ratifying the 
peace treaty that set forth clearly the atti- 
tude of this country on the doubtful sec- 
tions of the league covenant. 

Mr. Root suggests that the Senate make 
a reservation to the effect that this coun- 
try does not interpret Article X to mean 
that the United States shall send its troops 
to aid in the policing of Kurope. There are 
differences of opinion as to whether this 
reservation would not be tantamount to an 
amendment of the covenant. If an amend- 
ment, it would have to be accepted by 
all the other signatories before this coun- 
try could exchange ratifications of the peace 
treaty with Germany. 

There is precedent for the Senate giving 
its INTERPRETATION of the covenant to 
be that there could be no interference by 
the league in questions of internal national 
policy. This INTERPRETATION would 
not be an amendment and would necessitate 
no ratification. 

Those who fear that the United States 
would be bound indissolubly to the league 
by signing the peace treaty appear to be 
unduly alarmed. in the covenant as 
finally adopted there is provision for with- 
drawal on giving two years’ notice. The 
first objectionable decree passed by the 
supreme council could be rejected by this 
nation. The probable result of such rejec- 
tion would be that this country would for- 
feit ite membership.
